HUGE SUMS BEING 
SPENT IN CAMPAIGN 



Three Former Lexington 
Before Senate Committi 
Harding's Big Fund

Washington, May 27 — A total 
of $113,109 was raised for the 
campaign of Senator Harding, re„ 
publican, of Ohio, and $107,704 
was spent, the Senate Investigat- 
ing Committee, inquiring into 
the expenditures of the Presiden- 
tial candidates was told today by 

Harry M. Daugherty, represent., 
ing Senator Harding. 

This is the third largest cam_ 
paign fund testified to at this 
hearing. Daugherty said that 
the largest contribution was $13- 
500 from- C. A. Thompson; 
Daugherty himself was the next 
largest with a contribution of 
$9,500. 

Some light was thrown on Win. 
G. McAdoo's campaign for the 
Democratic nomination. Dr. Bur- 
ns A. Jenkins, publisher of the 
Kansas City Post, testified that 
he had been invited by Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury Jouett 
Shouse. to nominate McAdoo at 
San Francisco Jenkins said he 
knew of no funds raised for Mc- 
Adoo, adding that he had learned 
at a meeting here last night that 
McAdoo supporters. including 
Daniel Roper. Robert W'ooley, 
Frank WiJson, former director of 
the Liberty l oan campaign pub- 
licity, thai they had none. 

Nicholas Murray Butler's cam- 
paign was also scrutinized. Judge 
John Da vies, of New York City, 
said $45.5(X) had been raised, and 
all spent for publicity. Five 
New York men gave $5,000 each. 
Other contributions ranged down 
to $500. 



Million For Wood 



Washington, May 27 — Lavish 
expenditures in behalf of Major 
General Leonard Wood's cam- 
paign lor the Presidency, was re- 
vealed yesterday before the Sen- 
•ate Investigating Committee. 

Col. Win Cooper Procter, of 
Cincinnati, millionaire soap manu- 
facturer, manager-in-chief of the 
Wood campaign, admitted that he 
knew of the collection of at least 
$1 .000,0* * ». half of which was ad- 
vanced by himself. The Cincin- 
natian was characterized Monday 
by Edmund H. Moore, of Youngs- 
town, manager for Gov. James M. 
Cox. of Ohio, democrat, as the 
"angel'* of the Wood forces in the 
Buckeye stale. 

State manager.-, of the Wood 
campaign in Ohio and Michigan, 
following Col. Procter on the 
stand, confessed expenditures of 
at least $200,000 in Ohio and $54,- 
000 in Michigan.

WILSON VETOES 
PEACE RESOLUTION 



President Says Such Peace As 
Resolution Offers, Is 
Inconceivable 



Washington, May 27 — The re- 
publican peace resolution was 
vetoed today by President Wil- 
son. Such a method of making 
peace with Germany, the Presi- 
dent said would "place an ineffac- 
ablc stain upon the gallantry and 
honor of the United States." 

Without announcing his inten- 
tion regarding the treaty of Ver- 
sailles, the President declared the 
treaty embodied important things 
which were omitted by the reso- 
lution, and said that by rejecting 
them, the United States declared, 
in elTect, that it wished "to draw 
apart and pursue objects and in- 
terests of our own." 

The President added that the 
peace resolution omitted mention 
of many important objects of vin- 
dication for which the United 
States entered the \var_ 

"Such a peace with Germany," 
the message continued, "a peace 
in which none of the essential in- 
terests which we had at heart 
when we entered the war are safe 
guarded, and is or ought to be, in- 
conceivable, is inconsistent with 
the dignity of the United States, 
with the rights and liberties of 
her citizens, and with the very 
fundamental conditions of civili- 
zation." 

$436,000,000 For Navy 

Washington, May 27 — The 
Douse and Senate conferences to- 
day fixed next vear's navy budget 
at $436,000. The House bill car- 
tied $126,000 and the Senate $436- 
000. Twenty million dollars was 
agreed upon for navy aviaton. 

Disapproves Mandate 

Washington, May 27 — Presi- 
dent Wilson's proposal for an 
American mandate over Armenia 
was disapproved today by the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com, 
mittee by a vote of It to 4. The 
committee reporting on the reso- 
lution declaring that Congress re- 
spectfully declined to . grant ex.. 
ecutive power to accept the man, 
date.

Improvements In Richmond And 
Madison County To Cost 
Several Thousand 

The Cumberland Telephone and 
Telegraph Company has a large force 
of men at work rebuilding and im- 
proving th\- nnes in Madison and ad- 
joining counties and the work will 
soon be in evidence in Richmond and 
vicinity. New wires are behsg strung 
in some places as well as new poles 
substituted. The great amount of 
work is a resule of the damage 
wrought by the heavy snows and late 
spring 'sleet storms which visited this 
section of the country. 

The new poles, wires are being in- 
stalled without interraption to service, 
and this, it is said, will be greatly im- 
proved when the extensive work is 
completed. Thousands of dollars are 
being expended on the improvement of 
lines in this part of the state. A new 
force of workmen arrived Thursday 
and will make Richmond their head- 
quarters. One of them stated they 
expected to be in and about the city 
for perhaps two months. It is the in- 
tention of the company to continue 
the improvement work and make the 
line and general sei"vicc belter than 
ever, since precautions in the way of 
heavy poles etc., will warrant against 
more material damage by storms.

"GRADERS" NAMED; 
WORK IS UNDER WAY 



Thirteen persons to grade teachers" 
examination papers have hem ap- 
pointed by State Superintendent of 
Schools, George Colvin and they arc- 
assembling at Frankfort for the inn - 
pose of taking up the work which 
will be finished in as short time as 
possible, in order that the teacher 
receive notice of the result of the 
grading. 

The graders are from various cur- 
rounding cities and towns and will be 
able, it is claimed, to complete the 
work in much less time than has hr-cn 
the custom. 

Heretofore papers of applicants foi 
teachers' certificates were examined in 
the counties in which they were pre- 
pared. Under the present system these 
papers must be submitted to the De- 
pal tment of Education and be graded 
by the appointees of the Superintend 
ent of Public Instruction. The papers 
are numbered' and the graders do not 
know whose papers art being examin- 
ed. The graders will have between 
sixty and seventy-five thousand 
papers to examine and mark during 
the year.

London. — Since the inauguration of 
the national scheme for the employ- 
ment of disabled men last September 
9,n00 firms have given necessary un- 
dertaking to employ 4 an agreed/ per- 
centage of disabled ) anen on their 
stairs. 

The quota is generally 5 per cent 
and employment has l>een guaranteed 
for 07,000. There are still 40,000 dis- 
abled men waiting for work and the 
hospitals have many more to dis- 
charge. 

Men who have lost a leg are work- 
ing as clerks, cabinet-makers, toy 
makers, weavers, etc., and men with 
only one arm are acting as messen- 
gers, watchmen, postmen, inspectors 
and teachers. 



U. S. BOARD HAS 1,387 SHIPS 

Director of Operations Says 40 Trade 
Routes Are Being Served From 
18 Points. 

New York. — The United States ship- 
ping board has 1,387 steamships total- 
ing more than 8,300,000 deadweight 
tons, of which 1,179 were in actual 
operation February 1, It was made 
known here by the director of opera- 
tions, John Cushing. 

These ships are being operated from 
18 American ports and are serving 40 
trade routes, virtually one-half of the 
tonnage being assigned to northern 
European trade.

It is that for the 
last ten years a specially made 
chair, carved with the Canadian 
coat of arms, has been waiting in 
Washington for use of this envoy. 

Elihu Root, then Secretary of 
State, ordered the chair. The 
story is told by Albert Kelsey, of 
this city, one of the architects of 
the ran-American building, who 
said : 

"Once a month the ambassa- 
dors and ministers of all the 
.American republics meet and are 
presided over by our Secretary of 
State in Pan-American building 
and each representative has a 
chair- of his own with the coat of 
arms of his country carved on the 
back."
